Jill's many hats all have a back story, some have trav¬ 
elled from overseas, some she "pinched" from various 
people like her builder and bin man. 

The"gobby Londoner", as she refers to herself, who 
was working in Tesco when diagnosed with "Lottie the 
lady lump" in August 2013, has captured the affection 
of many local people in the 15 years she has lived in the 
area and when she nearly cancelled the upcoming 
event, in light of other recent personal events, was en¬ 
couraged to keep going and is now determined her tea 
party will be a success. 

Her road to recovery has been rocky and although she 
feels she received excellent surgery and GP care, Jill 
thought other forms of practical, professional support 


were lacking and there was a need in the Chard area for 
some peer-to-peer support for younger women who 
feel isolated or overwhelmed by the practicalities of 
coping with their disease. 

Jill said everyone sees her as the jolly one, laughing 
her way through her illness, but like everyone else she 
has had her dark moments behind closed doors and it 
has encouraged her that being so public has made 
other women come forward for check-ups and treat¬ 
ment. 

Part of her online campaign has been to encourage 
"cop a feel"day for women and men alike, to get people 
to be familiar with their own bodies so they can spot 
any changes early on. 

She said:"l have had women come up to me and whis¬ 
per'how did you find your lump?'and I tell them it's 
about knowing your own boobs." 

Together with friend Alison Whittingham, who has 
also had treatment for cancer, Jill held a successful quiz 
night and raffle at the Phoenix Hotel which was well- 
supported by local people and businesses and she 
hopes her Mad Hatter's tea Party will be equally well 
received.

Residents raise concerns over effect of 
police budget cuts at public meeting 


RESIDENTS of the whole of South Somerset were in¬ 
vited put their questions to Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner (PCC) Sue Mountstevens, acting Chief 
Constable John Long and Area Superintendent Geoff 
Wessell at a public forum in Chard Guildhall on Tues¬ 
day, May 27th. 

As expected, the majority of the concerns raised were 
regarding the proposed closure of police stations due to 
government budget cutbacks and the loss of Police 
Community Support Officers. Other issues included re¬ 
sponse times and speeding. 

The three members of the panel reassured the public 
that the proposed closures were merely a cost cutting 
exercise and the officers on the ground would still be 
based locally, sharing other buildings such as the fire 
station in llminster or council offices in Chard. 

The PCC said the changes would not be happening 
until 2016 but if they retained the buildings, they would 
have to lose staff - it was that simple. 

When quizzed about the loss of one of the PCSOs in 
Chard, Superintendent Wessell said that she would have 
been lost in police restructruing anyway, but had chosen 
to move location. He added that Chard would be gain¬ 
ing an extra beat officer and he was glad to hear that 
the PCSOs were so valued in the area, as not all towns 
felt the same way about their presence. 

District councillor Sue Osborne questioned why Win- 
sham ward would become part of the Chard beat when 
it was currently under llminster, addng that the loss of 
their PC SO would be extremely detrimental due to the 
local knowledge she had built up, something she said 
“money cannot buy”. 

Superintendent Wessell said that the police were cur¬ 
rently looking at the management of the area and the

Winsham ward was to be clustered under one sergeant, 
but he said he would review the situation regarding the 
loss of the individual in question. 

One member of the public questioned the value of the 
PCSOs when they were not warranted and therefore had 
no more powers of arrest than and ordinary member of 
the public. The panel said that the grass roots knowl¬ 
edge and information gathered by the PCSOs was in¬ 
valuable to them and freed up fficers to do other things, 
with 2,800 officers serving 1.6million people in Avon 
and Somerset. 

Consistency is important 

There was also some praise for the good service given 
to victims of crime by the local team and the community 
work of the PCSOs. 

District councillor Martin Wale, himself a retired po¬ 
lice officer, brought up the fact that there had been too 
many changes of faces in the local force in recent years, 
adding that consistency and familiar faces were impor¬ 
tant for good community relations. Superintendent Wes¬ 
sell agreed, saying that officers volunteered to be on 
beat teams and had to meet specific criteria, one of these 
being that they had to stay in the job for a minimum of 
three years. 

PCC Mountstevens was very concerned when mem¬ 
bers of Community Speedwatch scheme from Combe 
St Nicholas, who had been active for 15 years, and said 
they were considering giving up due to the diminished 
support of the police. She said this was one thing they 
were seriously planning to reinvigorate and that the pre¬ 
viously switched-off speed cameras across the region,

now in control of the police, would all be 
back on within the next two months. 

In summing up the forum, PCC 
Mountstevens said: “It has been really 
important, the information you have 
given us tonight. I am absolutely disap¬ 
pointed o hear that Community Speed- 
watch and PACT (Partners and 
Communities Toegther) meetings are not 
working and will look into that. 

“I am only as good a PCC for what you 
tell me and I want to be as open and 


transparent as possible. I want you to 
know what the police are doing so there 
are no sudden shocks but we have all got 
less money and no matter what happens 
in the next elections, there is never going 
to be a knight riding over the hill with a 
pot of money that will take us back to 
four years ago, it’s not going to happen.” 

All three representative stressed that 
visibility meant police out on patrol, not 
in police stations behind counters.

Grow your own poppies for WWI centenary 


THE Royal British Legion 
is asking everyone to 
make a special effort to 
grow a plot of commemo¬ 


rative poppies this year, to 
remember the fallen of the 
First World War as part of 
the centenary anniversary. 


Local B&Q stores are 
selling special packets of 
poppy seeds for £2, of 
which £1 will go to the Le¬ 


gion’s work. 

Ilminster branch presi¬ 
dent John Goodall com¬ 
mented: “Whether you’re 
the proud owner of an al¬ 
lotment, a garden or a sim¬ 
ple kitchen windowsill pot, 
you can still grow some 
poppies to commemorate 
the upcoming First World 
War Centenary. 

“It’s easy to do and you 
don’t need any gardening 
experience to get involved. 
You just need to make sure 
your seeds are in the soil 
before June 1st to ensure 
they have enough time to 
flower by August 4th.” 

“Pick the perfect loca¬ 
tion. It needs to be your 
own plot of land or one 
you have permission to 
plant on, and according to 
the government guidelines, 
it must not be near agricul¬ 
tural land or sites of scien¬ 
tific interest. 

“Before you begin, you 
should prepare the ground 
by finely raking the soil. 
Then sow the seeds 1.5mm 
deep in rows that are 30cm 
apart. Once the seedlings 
are large enough to handle, 
thin them out so they’re 
15-23cm apart. 

“By the first week of Au¬ 
gust, if all goes to plan, 
you should have your very 
own plot of commemora¬ 
tive poppies.”

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Creating heavenly hallways 


UNLESS your front door opens directly onto your 
living area or another room you can and should 
make something of the entrance to your home. A 
well-presented hallway gives a visitor their first 
impression, welcomes you home every time you've 
been out, and can even help to sell a property. 

Make an impact 

As the one area that people pass through rather 
than spend time in, the hallway is the perfect place 
to give visitors a glimpse into your personality. Use 
the hall as somewhere to set the tone for the rest of 
your house. Display photographs, paintings, a 
favourite rug and anything else that represents you 
and your family. 

The hallway also offers an opportunity for colour, 
particularly as white can often be stark and 
uninviting.

lampshade (modern or traditional) for a stylish 
look. Mirrors will also help available light to go 
further. 

If your hallway has a window, and if space 
allows, make a feature of this by placing a chair 
or table underneath. Also, instead of net 
curtains, consider privet hedges or high 
window boxes to cover the lower half of the 
window. This will retain privacy without 
compromising on aesthetics. 

Hints for a heavenly hallway: 

• Never use your hallway as a dumping 
ground.This is the first thing you see when you 
open the door so keep the hall and stairs tidy 
and free of clutter at all times. 

• If this is where you keep coats and bags, 
invest in some appropriate storage. There are 
so many storage options for halls and lobbies 
now that you will definitely find something to 
suit your needs. Choose from free-standing 
coat-racks, fixed individual or a rail of hooks, a 
shoe rack or high level shelving for hats and 
bags. 

• If doors to other rooms lead off from the 
hallway, think carefully about the colour 
scheme to ensure that the eye is easily drawn 
from one space to the next.

A warm welcome awaits 
at The Haymaker Inn 


SETTLING into their new home, li¬ 
censees of the Haymaker Inn Reg and 
Michelle Thurley in Wadeford, offer a 
warm welcome to all. 

The Inn itself has the character of its 
age but every new broom sweeps clean 
and the couple who have moved from 
America, are shaking up a traditional pub 
grub menu they inherited and adding 
some themed nights to bring a small 
touch of stateside cuisine to the charm¬ 
ing traditional pub. 

The Haymaker maintains a separate 
bar with pool table and still has a skittle 
alley . Although advertising as ' under 
new attitude' it is one of balance not dis¬ 
ruption, anyone afraid their quiet local 
may have become a loud American style 
eatery, can think again. 

The dining room has its own bar area, 
there is no piped music and the decor of 
low beams softens the sound so conver¬ 
sation, even in a full restaurant, is not 
overwhelming to fellow diners. 

The standard menu has all the pub 
fayre favourites, from baguettes to ham 
or fish and chips, chili and lasagne with 
vegetarian alternatives such as mush¬ 
room stroganoff. Steaks are served with 
either a blue cheese or creamy cracked 
pepper sauce. 


Portions are sufficient for the average 
appetite and there is a children menu 
with half sized portions and prices are 
reasonable. A nice touch was bottled 
mineral water with a choice of still or 
sparking, already on the table. 

One of the special starters was deep 
fried brie, quite a favourite with diners, 
which came nicely presented on a mixed 
bed of salad, lightly dressed and enough 
cranberry sauce for the three good sized 
cubes on the plate. The brie was per¬ 
fectly cooked, just melting inside with a 
slight outer crispness and no greasiness 
or unwanted flavours from the frying 
process. 

The main course, also off the specials 
board was turkey escalopes in a cream 
sauce ,well- seasoned without being 
overly peppery or salty and the flavour 
nicely infused into the meat which was 
still moist. This was served on a bed of 
sauteed potatoes, with the skins still on 
and cut to equal thickness. Fresh carrots, 
cabbage and broccoli were all nicely 
steamed with a little butter, retaining 
good texture and colour. 

Michelle's signature pudding of Ameri¬ 
can butterfinger pie icecream dessert 
has already got people talking but after 
a delicious two course dinner you may 
want to opt for something 
less filling, such as strawberry 
meringue, light airy and 
fruity. Whatever your 
choices, there will be more to 
come says Michelle as she 
works with their new chef, 
Peter Atkinson to find the 
real signature of the Hay¬ 
maker, where they are mak¬ 
ing a good start as west 
country meets west coast.
